"Is there any chance for that?" I in- 


quired. 


"The President hns becu urged to ap- 


point him, and would, no doubt, be glad 
to, i£ he could follow his own inclination." 


"And who will be your candidate for 


President ?" 


"Well, there may bo a difference of opin- 


ion nhout that; but if any one gets ahead of 
General Graiil ho will have lo start early.'1 


"B-o you thiuk the Republicans from 


other states will givo you a new field ?" 


"Of course the people will. We can got 


along without the leaders. 
They are a dead 


weight; wo can carry tho country easier 
•without them." 


"Suppose your present sherao of packing 


tho national convention succeeds, and it 
should appear that tho strong Republican 
states aro against you, what then ?'' 


"Wo are willing lo take that risk ; if they 


have inore votes in tho national convention 
than we have, all right. If uot. they will 
have to go along with us." 


There was much more of this ; but this 


is enough to show the spirit prevalent among 
tho Southern Republicans who go out of of- 
fice today, and whose only hope of returning 
lies in some such scheme as is here suggest- 
ed. In contrast with this, the following 
may be interesting. It is the substance ol 
two conversations with Southern Democrats, 
one in tho Senate, the other in the Ilouse,— 
both members of the next Congress as wol 
as of tho present oue. I am not at liberty 
to mention names. 


"Wo laid down onrai-ms leu yeara ago, a 


defeated nud impoverished 
people. V/o 


went to work with such uiqans as we had, 
and under the laws which you gave to us, 
Our whole social system had been uprootec 
from Iho foundation. Everything that was 
dear to us except tho soil we stood upon 
and the friends who wero left to us, had 
disappeared ns il seemed forever. Political 
power was placed in the hands of men in 
whom wo had no confidence. Many of 
them woro dishonest; most of them wero 
ignorant. 
Nevertheless wo wont lo work, 


biding our time as you would have done, til 
we could outvote tho misrule you force upon 
us,—u misrule which was discreditable to 
you, and if not overthrown would have been 
fatal to us. Wo have succeeded to some extent 
Tho change has 
not 
been so great or HO 


rapid as your revolution 
has been in Mas- 


sachusetts. You submit there, and trust to 
another election to restore your lost grounds, 
but no sooner havo wo gained nn advantage 
than you turn upon us with tho cry of *Ku- 
KIux1 aud 'While League,' 'Murder,' 'Out- 
rase,' 'Rebellion,' and 
threaten us again 


with force, forco, force forever. Do you 
wonder the Southern whites aro united to a 
man against you; 
aud will continue so as 


long as you treat us with, such unfairness ?" 


These aro truo 
sketches from opposite 


points of viow. Of course there aro a groal 
many others,rnoro favorable to the Southern 
Republicans, loss favorable lo tho Southern 
Democrats. But those indicate what sort ol 
influences nro at work, and will bo felt more 
in ilio political contests of the coming year.

that six of the forty-eight Levilioal cities 
shall be designated as ciliea of refuge. We 
galher from Iho XIX, of Deuteronomy, in 
reference lo Iho country west of Iho Jordan, 
that it ia lo bo divided iulo Ihreo districts, 
with R refugo in each district.

order was followed on the oast of tho Jor- 
dan. lror yet greater security, tho country 
west was promised thrco additional refuges, 
on condition of their fidelity. 


III. 2'hcir Names.—On tho west wero Ke- 


dcsh, meaning sanctuary; Shechcm, signify- 
ing ft shoulder; Hebron, or fellowship. E 
of tho Jordan were Golan, which is said to 
mean joy; Homoth, exaltation ; and Bezer, 
fortification. 
Wo givo those interpretations, 


ns sorno fancy that thoy aro significant. 


IV. Their location,—Either sido of the 


river is divided into threo nearly equal KCC- 
lioiis; They sought to appoint a refugo in 
each of theso that was central and accessible 
—Kcdeeh and Golan in tho North ou cither 
sido ; Shechora aud Ilamoth in the middle, 
and Hebron and Bezer in tho South. 


V. .For whom intended.—For tho man who 


kills another "unawares aud unwillingly." 
It is to protect Iho muoccul. It is designed 
fn n.Sord refuge lo Iho mau-slnycr from tho 
avenger of blood until his guilt is proven or 
his innocence established. It is not meant 
to screen tho criminal. It receives all inau- 
slnyers, but only affords permanent security 
to thoso who may slay a fellow-mortal by ac- 
cident, and without intent to kill.

ADJOURNED .SESSION AT PROVIDENCE. 


FRIDAY, March 1. 


Senate. 


The senate met as per adjournment, at 11 


o'clock A. M., and was called to order by 
Governor Howard. 


The governor presented n commuuication

In presenting the abovo statement, the 


governor said: In submitting this com- 
munication, it eeems proper that I should 
advert to the circumstances which led to its 
preparation and its presentation.

timo of the difficulty, as

called, which took place iu Orange street, 
at which there was a collision between the 
officers of tho slato and the officers of tho 
United States, I was called upon by n mem- 
ber of tho constabulary, forco nud informed 
of the existing difficulties. I waa asked to 
interfere in the matter. Tho facts as far as 
thoy then occurred were communicated to 
me, and a prompt, nnd at the some timo n 
careful decision was necessary. It seemed 
to mo, upon an examination of tho facts, 
that although there was no doubt iu my 
mind that I might legally direct n portion 
of the military establishment of the state 
to maintain

officers 
of tho

that 
prudeut'O 
rather 
ycqmrnd 


that 
tho 
question 
which 
had 


arisen for determination might better be de- 
cided by our courts, than by tho interven- 
tion of military. Besides 1 was naturally 
reluctant to bring the military of the Htate 
into nn antagonistic position with tho police 
of tho city of Providence, who wero noting I 
was satisfied, though mistakenly, honestly. 
I therefore directed tho constabulary to 
rnako no further effort for tho seizure of the 
liquor which was held thoro by the marshal 
and chief of police of tho city of Providence.
